The King by this bis prudent Ma- 
nagement, ſilenc'd at once his Flatter- 
ing Courtiers, and gave to God the 
Glory of his being the Great Lord aud 
Sovereign Ruler of the mighty Ocean. 
And ſince the Royal Prophet David, 
(a greater and much better King than 


Canutus) has in that 107th Pſal. fo ex-

| not off the Rain, nor Spring of the Sea 

when the Tide was up; for when the 

Water was down, then we were forc'd 

to ſeek our Food amongſt the Holes | 

and Crannies of the Rocks, and took 

from thence Shel-fiſh called Limps ; but 

ftthoſe not being ſufficient for our Sub- 
|  ſiſtence, we fed alſo upon a Sea-weed 

| that grew thereon, much like unto our | 

' Mallows; and at the end of five Days 

we had Fleſh to our Fiſh; for our own 
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machs 9 inſtead of Fire, to roaſt 
and boil the ſame: And tho the poor 
Dog could not eat our Diet, yet we 


dieted ſweetly upon him, and careful- - 
ly pick'd the Fleſh that remain d on 


his almoſt bare Bones: And ſo we con- 
tinued 14 Nights in all: Duting which 
time we had this Mercy in the midſt 
of our Miſery, that though we were 
almoſt famiſh'd for want of Food, yet 
we never wanted freſh Water : For 
God rained out of Heaven ſufficient to 
fill ſome Holes in our ſtony World, out 


of which we plencifully drank : But as 


our ſmall Proviſion . began to grow 
ſmailer, ſo our Eyes at laſt began to 


grow evil towards each other; for we 


that cou'd ſhiſt beſt, brought not all 
our Limps into the common Treaſury ; 
but flily ſtole ſome of our own getting, 
into our own particular Bellies 5 and 
others of us made a Banquet of the 
Intrails of the Dog, when the other 
were abſent.

alas 'twas all in vain: This was a 
Heart- breaking thing to us; and cou'd 

| not but make us have the Sentence of

N anlons, than to be leſt upon that diſ 
„ mal Rock to die with Hunger. We 
new well enough that all thoſe Veſ- 
ſelz that ſaild to and fro, made it their

we were, and that Conſideration made 
our Deſtruction to appear unavoidable: 
But the more helpleſs our Condition 
Was, the more wonderful was our De- 
' liverance; and where nothing leſs chan 
A2 Miracle could deliver us, God wrought

looking that way, told his Father there 
were Men upon them : He chid him tor 
ſay ing fo, and contradicted him; but 
the Boy ſtiffly inſiſting on it, the old 
Man, whoſe Name was Jobn Ta, kard, 
took his Glaſs and look'd on the Rocks, 
and eſpied one of us on the top of the 
Rock waving bis Capz (for we did 
what we cou'd to be ſeen, when we ef- 
pied any Veſſel at Sea.) Upon which 
he ſteered with the Rock: But O how 
did our Hearts leap within us, when we 
faw him coming towards us!

But 
we were fo tranſported with the Mercy 
of our great Deliverance, when we firft 
came into the Boat, that we cou'd not 
uſe our Feet, nor hardly ſpeak : Nay, fo 
ſurpriz'd we were, that we cou'd hard- 
ly tell whether we liv'd or no: For,

When we arriv'd at Southampton, the 
Mayor of the Town took all imagina- 
ble Cate of us, and all People manife- 
ſted their Kindnef:, praiſing God witty 
us, for our great Deliverance : ' And 
when we were in a Condition to tra- 
vel, ſeven of us came up to Landon, be- 
ing plentifully provided for all along 
the Road. The Names of theſe Mo- 
ruments of God's wonderful Mercy, 
are Thomas Mead, chief Mate; Stephen

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Hutchins , ſecond Mate; Jobs Mow, 
Fobn Baldock, Fobn Boulter, Ambroſe Rau- 
lingſon, Nathaniel Freeman, William Trot- 
ter, and Iſaac Leader, the Cabbin Boy. 
The following Relation, tho' very 
Tragical, is not without a remarkable 
Monument of wonderful Mercy : The 
Ship call'd the Joby and Sarah from 
Biddiford, being homeward bound from 
Dublin laden wi:h Wool, took on board 
ter the Noble Marquis of Puizar, a 
French Proteſtant Refugee, who left his 
Eſtate and Country for th: Sake of bis 
Religion, and was by that excellent 


Prince the late KING WILLIAM 


of Immortal Memory, on that Account 
made Colonel of one of the ſtanding 
Regiments in Ireland ; This Noble 
Marquis Ceſigning for England, and 
coming on Board the ſaid Ship, they 
ſee out from Dublin on the 8th of 
March 1701, with a pleaſant Gale, a- 
bout 4 in the Afternoon; but when 
out at Sea, there appeared the lower- 
moſt end of a Rainbow, which the 
Mariners call a Sea-Dog, and look upon 
it as portentous : This made em hoiſt 

up more Sails, in hopes to have wes 


ther d St. David's Head, before the F 
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” of the expected Tempeſt : But as the 
Night grew on, the Storm increas'd, 


which ſoon became fo violent, that it 
forc'd the Ship. berwixt Ramſey and the 
Clerksp before the Seamen knew where 
they were; and in three Hours toge- 


ther they had not the leaſt Glimpſe of 


Star- light; raining all the time at that 


prtodigious rate, that the Showers were 


almoſt as violent as the Spouts in India. 
At laſt, the Ship, by the Fury and Vio- 
lence of the Storm, run upon Gro:kom. 


and bu'ged ; whereupon there was a. 


mou Out-cry made by the Ship's Crew, 
or nothing but Death cou'd be then 
expected: The Mariners in hopes to 
creep up the Rocks, threw themſelves 
over-boatd; but alas this could not ſave 
*em, for the boiſterous Waves, inſtead 
of ſuffering them to creep up the Rocks 
daſh'd them in pieces againſt them. But 
Fobn Adage , (the only Perſon that 
was fav d) was by a Wave thrown up- 
on the top of a late Wreck, by which 
means he was preſerved, being taken 
up by a Fiſher- Boat Nine Hours after, 
when che fury of the Sto m was ſpent. 
And ſure this Man's Preſervation was 
'ery wonderful, in as much as one

ancther Wreck preſerv'd him from 
drowning ; which is fo ſtrange a De- 
liverance, as I believe wants a Parallel: 
Thus we ſee 


When Providence decrees a Man ſba L ve, 
Ev'n Death it ſelf to him New Life ſhall give. 


When this poor Man was taken up by 
the Fiſher-Boat, he gave an Account 
that when upon the bulging of the Ship 
there was fuch a general Out-cry that 
they were all loft, and that the Ship 
was ſinking ; he ſaid, the Noble Mar- 
quis ſeem'd not at all diſturb'd, but af- 
ter a ſhort Prayer encountred that King 
of Terrours with great Unconcerned- 


neſs. No doubt, being a pious good + 


Man, he had long before (as tis every 


Man's Duty) prepar'd himſelf for the 
worſt Events; and ſo having all things 
calm and ſerene within, it was not in 
the Power cf Death to diſcompoſe him.

Nappy's the Man, of Peace within pit: 0 
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Wreck threw bim into the Sea, and 
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Very memorable and remarkable, 
was the D. liverances of feve ral Perſons, 
Quskers, in a Ship called the Barkentine 
Reformation, Foſeph Kirle Commander; 
who being in the Month of Aug»ſt 1696. 
in Company with 12 or. 13 Sail of 
Merchant-men under the Convoy of che 
Hampſhire Frigot, Captain Fletcher Com- 
mander, - failed from Port- Royal in Ja- 
maica, they being bound for Penſilvania. 
But on thz 24. about Noon, came a 
Sloop from Port. Royal, bringing Intelli- 
gence that the French Fleet was at Cape 
Antonia, On the 19th of September a- 
bout four in the Afternoon, they el- 
pied a Ship to the Eaſtward, being a- 
bout four Leagues off Shoar, and about 
fifteen Leagues to the Eaſtward of the 

Havana; and {uppoſing her to beha. 
Frenchman, they ſtood in for the Shoar, 
but the Ship gained on them. But a 
Turnads {ſpringing up, and a great Show r 
of Rain following, they were hard by 
it; and thereupon tack'd and ſtoad 
over for Florida. And Night coming 
on they ſaw no more of chat Sail, ha» 
ving the Wind fair. The 224, a Storm 
beginning at North Eaſt, about one in 
the Morning on the 23, they fel: their 
Veſſel 
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Veſſel ſttike ſome few ſtic kes, and then 
floated again for five or tix Minutes, 
before ſhe run faſt a Ground, where ſhe 
beat violently at fit; The Wind was 
violent, and it was very dark, that the 
Mariners cou'd ſee no Land: The Seas 
broke over us (ſays Jonathan Dickenſon, 
who Wiit the Narrative thereof, and in 
whoſe Words I ſhall henceforth relate 
it) that we were in a quarter of an 
Hour floating in the Cabin: We en- 
deavoured to get a Candle lighted, 
which was accompliſh'd in alittle time. 
By this time we felt the Veſſel not to 
ſtrike ſo often; but ſeveral of her Tim- 
bers were broken, and ſome Plank ſtart- 
ed ; the Seas continued breaking over 
us, and no Land to be ſeen; We con- 
cluded to keep in the Veſſel as long as 
ſhe would hold together. About the 
third Hour this Morning, we ſuppoſed 
we faw Land at ſome conſiderable di- 
ſtance; and at this time we found the 
Water began to run out of the Veſſel ; 
and at Daylight we perceived we were 
upon the Shoar @n the Beach, lying on 
che Beach of the Sea; which at times, 
as the Surges of the Sza reverſed, was 
diy. In taking a view of our Veſſel, 
we 
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Ve ſound that the Violence of the Wea- 

„ther had forced many ſorts of the Sea- 

& Birds on board of our Veſſel; ſome of 

Which were by force of wind blown 

into and under our Hen-cubs, and ma- 

any remained alive. Our Hogs and 1 

Sheep were waſhed away and ſwam on 1 

ſhoar, except one of the Hogs which W 

remained in the Veſſel. We rejoyced at ki 

this our Preſervation from the raging 7 

Seas, but at the ſame initant feared the P 

ſad Conſequences that followed : Yer o1 

having hopes ſtil}, we got our ſick and C 

lame aſhoar; alſo our Proviſions, with A 

. Spars and Sails to make a Tent. I went tv 

wich one Negro to view the Land, and a 

ſeek the moſt convenient place for that w 
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- purpoſe. But the Wilderneſs Country 
look'd very diſmal, having no Trees, 
but only Sind Hills, cover'd with 
ſhrubby Paizzeito, the Stalks of which 
were ſo prickly, that there was no 
walking amongſt them. I eſpied a 
Place almoſt a Furlong within that 
Beach, being a Bottom; to this Place 
I with my Negroe ſoon cut a Paſſage, the 

Storm and Rain continuing. Thither 


I got my Wife and ſick Child, being 
| - fix Months and 12 Days old; Alſo 
8 Robert 
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Robert Barrow an aged Man, who had 
been ſick five or fix Months; Our Ma- i 
ſter who ſome Days before had broke Q 1? 
his Leg; and my Kinſman Benjamin 
Allen, who had been very ill with a . 
violent Feaver moſt part of the Voyage: - 
Theſe with others we gat tg the Place, 
under the ſhelter of ſome few Buſhes, 
which Broke ſome of the Wind, but | 
kept none of the Rain from them. I 1 
got a Fire made, while moſt of our © © 
People were petting Proviſions aſhoar; 
our Cheſts, Trunks, and the reſt of our 
Cloathing were all very wet and cold. 
About the Eighth or Ninth Hour, came 
two Indian Men (being naked, except 
a ſmall piece of plaited Work of Straws, 
which juſt hid their private Parts, and 
faſtened behind like a Horſe Tail, made 
of a ſort of Silk-Grafs) from the South». ; 
ward, running fiercely and foaming .. 
at the Mouth, having no Weapons but 
their Knives, and forthwith, not mac 
king any ſtop; violently ſeized the twa ee 
firſt of our Men they met with, who . * 
were carrying Corn from the Veſſel 
to the top of the Bank, where J ſtood 
to receive it, and put it into a Cask; 
they uſed no Violence, for the Men 
: reſiſted 
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reſiſted not, but taketh them under the 
Arm, brought them towards me: Their 
Countenance was very furious and 
bloody; they had their Hair tyed in a 
Roll behind, in which ſtuck two Bones, 
ſhaped, one like a broad Arrow, the 
other like a Spear head; the reſt of our 
Men follow'd from tne Veſſel, asking 
me what they ſhould do? Whether 
they ſhould get theic Guns to kill theſe 
two Men? But I perſwaded them 
otherwiſe, deficing them to be quiet, 
ſhewing their Inablicy to defend us 
from what wou'd foilov; but rather 
to put our Truſt in the Lord, wha was 
able to ſave us to the uttermoſt. Then 
he walk'd towards the Placa where the 
Sick and Lame Were, the two Indian 
Men followirg: And whilff chef tv 
ſetting the Men locfe, ſtood with a 
wild furious Countenance looking upon 
us, I gave them fome Tobacco and 
Pipes, which they greedily ſnatch'd 
from me, and making a ſauffing Noiſe 
like a wild Beaſt, turned their Backs 
upon us, and ran away.— We then 
conſidered our preſent Circumſtances, 
being among a barbarous People, ge- 


neralily accounted Man- Esters, and be- 
lieving 


— 
re 
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ſieving thoſe two were gone to alarm 
their People. Upon this we ſet our 
ſelves down, expecting Cruelty and 
hard Death, except an Omnipotent 
Power ' ſhou'd wonderfully over-rulte 
them for our Deliv:rance. In this 
deep Concernment, fume of us were 
not left without Hopes: Bleſſed be the 
Name of the TLoid in whem we truſt- 
ed. Whilſt we were under this 
deep Exerciſe and Concernment of Spi- 
rit, a Motion aroſe from one of us, that 


if we ſhould put our ſelves under the 
Denomination of Spaniards, it being 


- known, that that Nation had ſome In- 


fluence on them, and one of us, nam'd 
Solumon Creſſon ſpeaking the Spaniſh Lan- 
Euage well, it was hoped this might 
be the Means of our Delivery; to which 
moſt of the Company aſſented. Within 
two or three Hours aſter the Departure 
of the two Indians, ſome of our People 
being near the Beach or Strand, returned 
end ſaid the hidians were coming in a ve- 
ry great Number, all running and ſhceut- 
ing. About this time the Storm 
was much abated, the Rain ceaſed, and 
the Sun appeared, which had been bid 


from us ſeveral Days, —— Tue Indians 


Went 
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went all to the Veſſel, caſting forth 
whatever they cou'd lay hold on, ex- 
cept Rum, Sugar, Moloſſes, Beef and 
Po Kk. — But their Caſſetey (for fo 
they call their King) with about thir- 
ty more came down to us, looking in 
a furious manner, having a diſmal Af. 
peR, and foaming at the IMouth ; their 
Weapons were large Spaniſh Knives, ex- 


cept their Caſſeley s, who had a Bagonet 


that belong'd to the Maſtzr of our Veſ- 
ſel : They ruſhed in upon us, and cry'd, 
Nicaleers, Niraleers: We underſtood them 
not at fiſt ; they repeating 1t unto us 
otren, at laſt they cried, Eſpania, or 
Spaniard; by which we underſtood 
them, that at firſt they meant Engliſh; 
but they were anſwered to the latter in 
Engliſh, yea; to which they replied, 
No Spania, no; but all cried, Nickaleer, 
Wicka/eer ; we fitting on te Ground, 
and ſome on Boxes and Trunks, the 
Indians ſurrounded us; we ſtirred nor 
moved not, but fat all. or moſt of us, 
very calm and ſtill, ſome of us in a 
good frame of Spirit, being freely giv- 
en up to the Will of God. 

Whilſt we were thus ſitting, as a 
People almoſt unconcerned, theſe 
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bloody-minded Creacures placed them- 
ſelves each behind one, kicking and 
throwing away the Buſhes that were 
nigh, or under their Feet, the Caſſekey 
had placed himſelf behind me, ſtanding 
on the Cheſt which I fat upon; they 
all having their Arms extended, wich 
their Knives in their Hands, ready to 
execute their bloody Deſign, ſome ta- 
king hold of ſome of us by the Heads 
with their Knees ſet againſt our Shoul- 
ders: In this Poſture, they ſeem'd to 
wait for the Coaſſekey to begin: They 
were high in Words, which we under- 
ſtood not; but on a ſudden it plea- 
ſed the Lord to work wonderfully for 
our Preſervation, and inſtantly all theſe 
Savage Men were ſtruck dumb, and 
like Men amazed the ſpace of a quar- 
ter of an Hour, in which time their 
Countenances fell, and they looked 
lite another People. They quitted their 
Places they had caken behind us, and 
came in amongſt us, requiring to have 
ail our Cheſts, Trunks and Boxes un- 
lock'd; which being done, they divi- 
ded all that was in them. Our Money 
the Caſſetey took unto himſelf, privately 
hiding it in the Buſhes: Then they

each of us only a pair of Breeches, or Nar 
an old Coat, except my Wife aud ſelf;

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God's Wonders on the Great —_— a 
Narrative whereof was written by him- 
ſelf; wherein he tells us, That going on 


Board from Harwich on the 29th of 
September 1648. he was ſuddenly ſeized 


with a ſtrange and unuſual Dulneſs and 
Sadneſs of Spirit, and was in ſo great 
an Anguiſh, that his foreboding Soul 
ſuffered all the Terrors of Shipwreck, 
before it came upon him; which made 
bim fo really fick, that, in his own 
Thoughts, Drowning wou'd have been 
po Affliction to him. This Illneſs of his 
caus d him to go to Bed, from whence 
he was raiſed again about four a Clock 
in the Afﬀtercoon, by the Maſter, who 
came into the Cabin where the Doctor 
lay, w:th more haſt than uſual, which 
made him ask whether all was well ? 
To which the Maſter (as one unwil- 
ling to be the Meſſenger of bad News) 
replyed all was well; but the mournful 
Accent with which he ſpake, contra- 
dicted what he ſaid; inſomuch that 
the Doctor, ſeeing him ſhife himſelf 
very haſtily, roſe from his Bed, and 
made a ſhift to crawl upon the Deck, 
where he foon underſtood that the Ship 
had ſprung a Leak, or rather that a 
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Plank was broke out; and found that the 
all the Men were at their Wits ends, Ship 
as the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks: One crying, 
another praying, a third wringing bis jor; 
Hands; and all concluding Death to be FF Por 
inevitable; yet after their Lamenta- 
tions, they fell all to work, to prevent 
if poflible their threatned Deſtruction; ¶ ther 
but alas, it was but labour in vain, the moſt 
Wound was incurable ; For the Ma- ; 
ſter's Mate, who went to ſearch the put 
Leak, came up and told us, as well as Sooo 
he could ſpeak, (for his Hands trem- Bags 
bled, his Teeth gnaſhed, and his Tongue of 2 
quiver'd ; (that it was impoſſible to oy ther 
the Leak, and that the Water came in fo 

faſt, that they muſt periſh in that very} that 
Moment; upon which they preſently And 
caſt out the long Boat, and ſhot offfi ter h. 
eight or nine Guns to call for help to , 85 
another Ship that came out with them ; the! 
But this alſo was to no purpoſe, for this s 
they afterwards underftood that abouty the? 
the ſame time, that Ship and all theſſ Storn 
Men periſhed. The Long: Boat being} 
out, they all leaped into it, but the 
Doctor, as he was leaping in, had ike 
to have been drowned: but thro! «hg ©» 
Goodneſs of God, they all got fafe 15 mow 
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the Boat, and likewiſe got clear of the 
Ship; whoſe Sails by that time lay flat 
upon the Water. And now how hope 
leſs was the Condition of theſe Men? 
For the Wind blew freſh, even to half 
a Storm, and they in 4 ſmall Veſſel 
many Leagues from ſhoar, without ei- 
ther Compaſs or Proviſions, being al- 
moſt ſtarvd with Cold as well as Hun- 
get; for they had nothing in the Boat 
but a ſmall Kettle, which ſerv'd as a 
Scoop to caſt the Water out, and three 
Bags of Pieces of Eight, ro *he value 


of 300 J. Sterling, which wou'd net- 


ther feed nor warm them So tha: they 
had no help but their Prayers, {and 
that God who has promis d to hear em) 
And hear em no doubt he did; for af. 
ter having been at Prayers, they eſpied 
a Ship making towards them, even in 
the Moment of expected Death. To 
this Ship they endeavoured to make up, 
the Ship alſo did to them; bur the 


Storm was ſo great that they could not 


reach each other; but now the Night 
came on, and as the Darkneſs increas'd, 
o alſo did their Pear and Danger: But 
the Ship hung out a Light, that they 


might make up to it ; and they, to let 
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them know they were alive, whenever 
a Wave took 'em up, always gave 
a great ſhout, which they did wiih fo 
much earneiteſs, that it reach'd up to 
Heaven, as well as to the Ship ; which 
they at laſt came up withal, and got 
into, all but the Doctor; who being 
weak, and his Hands made uſeleſs and 
numb with cold and wet, was left in 
the Boat, till with the help of a Rope, 
the Seamen pull'd him up. All rejoy- 
cing more that their Lives were ſav'd, 
than being troubled that their Ship was 
lolt. The next day it blew very fair 
for Nrway, whither that Ship was 
bound, and came within view of it a- 
bout 12 at Noon. But to eſcape the 
Rocks, they thought to keep off the 
Coaſt till Morning, and fo fet down to 
eat; the Doctor not having made a 
Meal in five Days. Bu: ſce the uncer- 
tainty of ſublunary things! About ten 
a Clock at Night, when they had ſer 
their Watch and prayed, they laid 


themſelves to reſt, ſome of them upon 
their Beds, thinking to have ſlept ſe- 
curely : But God had appointed a hard- 
er Lodging for them, even ſuch a one 


as Jacob in his Journey to Padan * 
| en, 
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Cen. 28 11. For the Ship with full Sails 
ran upon a Rock, and gave ſuch a 
Crack, that it was able to have awa- 
ken'd the moſt dead aſigep among them. 
The Mariners ciizd our, Aerey, Mercy, 
Mercy; the Malter bid the Doctor pray 
for ther, pray fer them ; for they ſhou'd cer- 
tainly periſh: But it pleaſed God, that 
the Ship ſtruck ir ſelf fo faſt in the 
Cleft of the Rock, with her Bow over 
the main Rock, that the fore part of 
her ſtood firm; and one of the Seamen 
with a Rope in his Hand, faſten'd to 
one of the Maſts, leaped from the Bow 
of the Ship to the Rock, and held it 
with fo ſtiff a hand, that another ſlipt 
down by it, and fo did all our Com- 
pany that eſcaped, being 28 in num- 
bet. The Doctor being left alone upon 
tne Deck, began to wonder what was 
become of his Company, and perceiving” 
that they had al] crowded to the Head 
of the Ship, he went to ſee, and there 
found a Daze, who took pity on him, 
and help'd him to gee down with him; 
and being got down the Rope with 
much difficulty and danger, he climb'd 
up on all four to his Company on the 
Rock. As ſoon as the Doctor got upon 
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the Rock, the Ship gave way, which 
the Maſter (who was ftill on Board) 
- perceiving, made lamentable moan to 
them to help him: But alas 'twas too 
late, for the Ship broke, and ſunk im- 
mediately: And it could not but be a 
piercing ſight to chem that were eſca- 
ped, to ſee the good Man that had ſa- 
ved their Lives, now fo miſerably loſe 
his own ; for they ſaw him wich a Light 
in his Hand fall into the Sea, and four of | 
the Mariners periſh'd with him. Now 
were they that eſcaped left in the dark 
upon the Rock, but they knew not 
where, their Feet being cut with the 
ſharp ſtones: But after ſome time, they 
happened upon a Hole in the Rock, 
which was a comfortable ſhelter againſt 
the Wind, and fo they paſted that fad 
Night. When the Morning light ap- 
peared, they found themſelves upon a 
little Rocky uninhabited Iſland called 
by the Country People Arn ſcare j but 
cou'd ſee no Land, only had ſome 
glimpſe of the Coaft of Norway at a 
great diſtance. And now they began 
to be hungry, but had no Proviſions ; 
nor any Tackle to fiſh with bur their 
Arms, which they made uſe of * 
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his occaſion; and with which, with 
heir bended Fingers, they drew up 
ome {mall Muſcles, which they eat 
eartily, but were almoſt parched up 
ich Thirſt, and no freſh Water was to 
de got; and the Doctor being in a Fea- 
er, was forc'd to lap ſalt Water, which 
e ſtill vomited up again ; and though 
his was but an odd ſort of Phyſick, yet 
his he was told was both a prefent Cure 
df his Sickneſs, and a future Preſervation - 
pf his Health, tho' his Thirſt was in- 
reaſed thereby : A Daniſh Ship paſſed 
by, and tho' they waved their Hats to 
hem, they went off, and never cam: 
ear them. So they betook themſelves 
to their old Remedy, their Prayers: 
and the Doctor prayed with them as 
ong as he was able; and then laid 
imfelf down upon the Rock, thinking 
e ſhonld riſe no more in this World. 
But one of the Seamen faid, Let «s 
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e Rake 4 Rafi, and venture to Sea; for I bad 
a þ:hir be drown'd than lie bere and be ftar- 
n Need. There was more of his Mind, 


and ſo they concluded on it, tho' it 
appear'd dangerous: Now the Sea ha- 
ing fallen from the Rock, it had left 
heir Sails, Maſts, and - Anchors, with. 
By part 
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part of the Ship thereon ; wherewich wat 
they ſoon made a ſlight Boat; and it the; 
being a great Calm, ' paſs'd through the bar! 
Beaches with four Men; had it touch- bee! 


ed on them, they would have rent it in Sail 
pieces: But by God's Goodneſs they cy; 
arrived ſafe in Norway, and returned aR 
with ſeveral Boats and Proviſions; fo not 
that they all came once more to Land. it; 


How miraculous did the Goodneſs of hitt 
God herein appear, that after the loſs of | 
ot two great Ships, he ſhould ſave them clof 
by a ſwimming Plank?

From thence 
they went to Offerſeund, and there em- 
barked on an Eugliſh Ship; and had not 
been above three hours at Sea, but the 
Sailers were again crying Mercy, Mer- 
cy; for they bad almoſt fallen foul on 
a Rock under Water, which they were 
not aware of tii] they were even upon 
it; but the Divine Goodneſs that had 
hithetto protected em, brought 'em off

Remarkable is th2 Preſervation of 
uich, ſome belonging to Dublin in 
Ireland had experience; whom a New- 
ing/and Veſſel providentially met in an 
open Boat in the wide Ocean, and ſa- 
xd them from petriſhiag. Concernin 
whic 
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which m2morable Providence, I have 
receiv d the following Narrative: A 
Ship of Dublin, Burden about 70 Tun, | 
Andrew Bennet Maſter , being bound 
from Dublin to Virginia, having been 


fome Weeks at Sea, outward of their 


Voyage, and being in the Latitude of 
39. about 150 Leagues diſtant from 
Cape Cod in New- England, on April 18. 
168 1. a Day of very ſtormy Weather, 
and a great Sea, ſuddenly there ſprang 
a Plank in the fore part of the Ship, a- 
bout ſix a Clock in the Morning, where- 
upon the Water increaſed ſo faſt in the 
Ship, that all their endeavours cou'd | 
not keep her up half an Hour from | 
ſinking. There were 26 Souls in the 

Ship; and O what diſmal and Heart- 
rending Cries did they make, when 
they tound they were within one Mo- 
ment of Eternity! How did the | 
Thoughts of that great and ftrit Ac- 
count they were ſo ſuddenly to make 
ſtartle em! How pale were all their 
Faces turn'd! What beating Hearts, 
what weeping Eyes, what trembling 
Hands were to be found there! In a 
word, Words can't expreſs the Hor- 
ror and Amazement they were in! But 
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as the Ship was juſt a ſinking, ſome of 
the Company was reſolv'd to launch 
out the Boat, which alas was but a 
ſmall one, and they did ſo according- 
ly ; and the Maſter, the Mate, Boat- 
fin, Cook, two Fore-maſt Men, and 
a Boy, kept ſuch hold of it, when a 
Caſt of the Sea ſuddenly help'd them 
off with it, that they got into it, The 
heaving of the Sea now ſuddenly thruſt 
them from the Ship, in which there 
were left 19 Souls, wiz. 16 Men and 
3 Women; who all periſh'd in the 
mighty Waters, while they were try- 
ing to make Rafters, by cutting down 


Lives as long as might be. The ſeven 
in the Boat apprehended themſelves to 
be in a Condition little better than that 
of them in the Ship, baving neither 
Sail nor Oars, neither Bread nor 
Water, and no Inſtrument of any 
fort, except a Knife, and a piece of 
Deal-Board, with which they made 
ſticks, and ſet them up in the ſides of 
the Boat, and covered them with ſome 
triſþ Cloth of their own Garments, to 
keep off the Spray of the Sea, as much 
as could be by ſo poor a Matter. mY

the Night following. But in the next 
Morning about fix a Clock, they ſaw 
a Ketch, (the Maſter was Mr. Edmund 
Henfield, of Salem, in New England) un- 
der fail, which Ketch coming right if 
with them took them up, and brought 
them ſafe to Ne- England. And it is 
yet further remarkable, that when the 
Ship foundred, the Ketch which ſaved 
theſe Perſons, were many Leagues to the 
Weſtward of her, but was by a contra- 
ry Wind cauſed co ſtand back again to 
the Eaſt ward, where theſe diſtreſſed} 
Perſons were (as hath been ſaid) met 

with and relieved. | 
Sad and Lamentable was that Tra- 
gedy, which the Weſtern Indic: beheld 
in the Perſons of ſeven Engliſh Men, the 
Relation take of ic as followeth. The 
foremention'd ſeven, being in St. Chri- 
Pepher's Iſland, had prepared themſelves 
far a Voyage of one Night, and had 
taken with them Proviſions for no lon- 
ger a time, but a Tempeſt had inter- 
cepted their Return, and carried them 
ſo far off into the Sea, that they could 
not find Land in leſs than ſeven Days; 
in 
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in which they were ſo ſparing of their 
one Nights Proviſion, that they made 
it to ſerve them to the fifth Day; that 
paſt, they muſt wreſtle with meer Fa- 
mine, which was fo much the more 
grievous to them, in regaid the Sun 
was Extream hot, tbat dryed up their 
parcht Throats, exhaled the ſaltneſs 
from the troubled Sea. They had now 
lictle hope of retrieving themſelves fiom 
their intricate Errcr, and were there- 
fcre forced (O cruel Neceſſity ) to 
caſts Lots among themſelves, to ſee 
to whoſe Fleſh and Blood ſhould {::isfie 
ed WF the Hunger and Thirft of the ref! ; The 
ze WW Lot fell upon him who firſt gave the 

Counſel, who was not only unaſfttight- 
ra- ed it his hard Fortune, but encoura» 
ged the reſt, who had a kind of Hor» 
ror as to What they went about: He 
rold them, that Fortune was a Favou- 
ter of the Bold, that there was no poſſi- 
bility of Eſcape, unleſs they immediate- 
ly ſtayed their flying Life by bumane 
Fieſhz that for bis part he was well 
content, and that he thought himſelf 
happy, it he could ſerve his Friends 
when he was dead.

them wich our good Succefs, and all 


prepare to make to the Well; fo tying: 


our Boat faft to the ihore, we left her 
to Mercy. Now we are at the Well 
which hath Water, and hath ſome- 


ching to draw, but God mult give us a 


Throat to ſwallow; for V. Adam at- 
tempting to drink, after many Aſſays, 
was not able ro ſwallo w it, but ſtill the 
Water ecurn'd, fo that he ſunk down 
to the Ground; faintly ſaying.

dead Man; but after much flriving, 
he took a little: So refreſhed with our 
Cake and Water, we lay by the Well 
ſide i Morning : When it was clear 
Day, we ag in went to the Watchman

we might find Relief, he civilly pointed 
us to one about exo Miles off, and 


long it was e'er our bliſterd Fzec could 


overcome the rediouſneſs of that little 
az; when we cam: thither, the bo- 
neit Fermer moved with cur Relation, 
ſ:nt us Bread, Water, and Olives; and 
ſceing is thankful Beggars, called us 
into his Houſe, and gave us good warm 
Bean Pottite, which feemed to me the 
moſt pleaſa c rcod that I ever eat in 
my Life. Tbence we advanced to the 
City of Majire about 10 Miles off; 
that Night we lay by a Well fide, and 
in the Morning enter'd the Suburbs. 
The Vice Roy was informed of us, and 
we were commanded to appear before 
him, who afi-r he had heard our Story, 
ordered we ſhould be maintain'd at his 
Coſt, till ae could have Pe ſſage to our 
own Country. But our Ergiih Ships 
ſeldom trading thither, we Ne

We met with contrary Wiads, and it 
was live Weeks ger we could reach the 
Downs, where we arrived Scpt.

The Commander of the Ship as Cap- 


tain Smith ot Rotherkich, Mr. Saunders, 
my Wife's Brother, being in May»r& not 
long after, ſaw our Boat hang for a 
Monument upon the ſide of the great 
(Church there; and Mr. Robert Hales in 
1571. ſaw the naked Ribs and Skeleton 
of it then hanging in the fame Place.

many and fo great Dangers, as Sea- 
men are continually. expos'd to, ſo 
none ought to be more prepar'd for 
them: It was the Obſervation of one, 
Thai thiſe that are at Sea, live alway: 
within three Inches of Death; and thac 
there is but a Plank between them and 
Eternity; and ſome of the fore-citzd 
Inſtances have ſhewn as much: For 
a Ship having ſprung a Leak, has in a 
Moment ſunk down to the bottom of 
the Sea; It cannot therefore but be a 
charitable Deſign to direct em how to 
be prepat d for times of ſuch imminent

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this Life, to make ſure of an Intereſt in

Life. What Advice can be more ſeaſo- 
nable, than for Men that can't promiſe 
themſelves a Moments continuance im | 


a better? This will make you go about. 
your Buſineſs with Chearfulneſs, and 


pea. If this Point be but well ſecur'd, 
even fudden Death, which is the worſt 
that can befall you, will-be but a ſhort 
pallage to eternal Life, and land you 
afe upon the {hore of Glory. But on 
the contrary, when you ſhall fee your 
ſelves within a Moment of dying, and 
yet have made no Proviſion for another 
World, when Sin and Guilt ſhall ſtare 
you in the Face, and you can have no 


very ſad will your Condition be? And 
how will you tc9 late lament that Sin 
and Folly that caus'd you to neglect 
your future Happineſs, altho' you knew - 
the great Uncertainty te which this 
prefent Life was alxays ſubjet, © + 
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II. Be always fit to die. This is, Ian 
ſure, a ſafe Direction: For he that's tit 
ro die, is fit to live; nor will your be- 
ing fit to die, haſten your Death, but 
make your Life more comfortable : For 
when you're fit to die, you are pre- 
pat'd for all Events; and S:orms or 
Calms will be alike to you. Then ii a 


Storm ariſes, you can uſe all choſe Re- 


medies y our Skill and Knowledge ſhall 
direct you to, without thoſe Terrors 
that the Fear of Death brings with it to 
an unprepared Soul : And if things 
come to an Extremity, can ſuffer that 
with Chearfulneſs and Reſignation to 
the Divine good Pleaſure, which firſt or 
laſt muſt be the common Lot of all 
Mankind. This is indeed no other than 
that Advice our Bleſſed Lord himſelf 


has given us, for he has bid us to be al- 


ways ready; grounding his Reaſon for ic 
on the uncertainty of Life; becauſe ſays 
he, you know not at what time your Lord 
will come: So when you go to Sea, altho 
at ſetting out there be a Calm, and you 
have nothing in your view but going 
ſafe to your deſired Haven with a pro- 
Tperous Gale; yet who can tell how ſoon 
the Scene may change, the Clouds may . 
IST gather, 
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gather, the Winds may rife and chicken 
to a Storm, and all. thinks may look 
black and gloomy on you; yea, ſuch 
may be your deep Diſtreſs, by the ari- . 
fing of che ftormy Wind, that by one 
Wave you may be mounted up almoſt 
to Heaver, and then again fink down 
into the Depths; ſo that, as David ele- 
gantly expreſſes it in the 107tb Pſalm, 
Your Sou! à even melted becauſe of trouble; 
the tofling of your Ship making you 
reel and ſtagger liłe @ drucken Man, and 
make you at your Wits end. If now in 
ſuch Diſtreſs as this, you find that your 
Accounts with Heaven are adjuſted, 
and all things ſettled between God and 
you ; that you are fit to die, and when 
he calls you, you can readily reply with 
Samuel, Lord, here I am, ready to do or 
ſuffer what thou pleaſeſt: If thou, O 
God, wilt make this Storm a Calm, and

Works»: But if it be thy Pleaſure, Lord, 
to make the Sea my Grave, and by this

er liwetb; and though the Fiſh may now

III. Above all things make your Peace 
with GOD. The Seamen at chis time, 
(that is during the preſent War againſt 


France) have not only Sto ms and Tem-

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ſeen Dangers to encounter with, but 
many times bloody and implacable 
Enemies, which will ſhew em as little 
Mercy as any of the raging Elements: 
And if they eſcape Death in ſuch En- 
counters, yet oftentimes they meet 
with a Captivity that's little better. 
Now againſt all theſe Enemies, certainly 
it concerns 'em, to make iure of all the 
Friends they can, eſpecially of thoſe 
whoſe Power and Strength they can 
depend on, ſo as to be ſecur'd againſt 
their Enemies: If any ask, where can 
they meet with ſuch a Friend? I an- 
ſwer, ſuch a Friend as this, is God un- 
co all thoſe that make their Peace with 
him: And therefore tis that the Apo- 
ſtle ſays, Rom.
